A crowd of sophomores of ColU u. - 
University, New York, attempt* r y. 
capture Kingdon Gould, a fellow £ 
dent and son of George Gould, ip -• 
him. After a chase of a blocfc and a 
half near the University young Gould 
turned on his pursuers and waving a' 
revolver warned them to keep away. 
They kept on and Gould, after repeat¬ 
ing his warning, discharged the re¬ 
volver. Gould then fled to a fraternity 
house and was later rescued by his fa¬ 
ther and three detectives.

Winchester. Ky., Dec. 20.— [ Special.] 
—Cantran* to expectations, the plain¬ 
tiff In the big Marcum damage milt 
announced to-day at noon that she 
was through wMh her testimony, and 
a recess was taken until to-morrow, 
when the question of peremptory In¬ 
struction* will be argued. 

This morning Judge James Hargis 
was recalled to tb^ tftond by the de¬ 
fendants for crops-examination. He 
reviewed, the events Immediately con¬ 
necter! with, the killing of Marcum. He 
said he saw Miaroum and Cap4. Ewer* 
standing In the courthouse door to¬ 
gether. He heard the shots, saw Mar¬ 
cum fall, and saw Bw«n run away. 
He said Just before the ftm shot was 
fired' he saw Torn White come out «if 
the courthouse. When White had 
been sentenced to the penitentiary 
from Perry county for murder witness 
said he took the papers to Gov. Beck¬ 
ham, made a personal appeal and se¬ 
cured Whike’s pardon. The White 
and Hargis fa mil lies were friends, and 
at that time witness said he was a 
candidate for County Judge and want¬ 
ed all the votes he could get. 

Witness raid he and JrtJt had not 
been friendly since November. 1902. 
when Jett fired a gun at his store. He 
had heard of threats that Jett had 
made concerning him- He tnaldi he had 
caused the arrest of Jett for striking 
Howard, an old man, and caused him 
to give $5,000 bond for his good be¬ 
havior. Jett cursed him. and witness 
sent hrim to Jail. He said Jett Is his 
nephew, and when he was arrested and 
brought to Jackson In Irons his sym¬ 
pathy was aroused, andi he proffered 
his assistance.

Asked No Special Question. 

On redirect examination Judge Har¬ 
gis wa* asked, when he visited Mose 
Feltner in lx*siie county, if he asked 
Feltncr whether he would testify in 
this trial that he. John Smith and Tom 
White were secreted In a quarry for 
the purpose of assassinating Marcum, 
and that the guns were furnished by 
Hargis? The question was also put if 
he asked FeWner whether he would 
testify that Dr. Cox and Jim Cockrell 
were killed; that the murderers were 
protected by Hargis; that both the 
Hargises were gl*ad they were killed; 
that James Hargis and Callahan had 
suggested to him to go to Marcum as 
a friend, entice him from home and 
then kill him with a gun previously 
Ferreted for that purpose; that Mar¬ 
cum was to be killed while on his way 
to Jackson, and that James Hargis 
liad armed Sam Fields and) another 
man to kill Marcum on election dav. 

Witness replied that he did not ask 
any special question, but had seen a 
statement In a paper that Feltner 
would testify to certain things, and 
asked him the general question If lie 
was going to testify in that manner, 
and Feltner said he would not. He 
said Feltner had showed him a letter 
from plaintiff's attorney. Byrd, in 
which plaintiff's attorney. Bronston, Is 
quoted as saying Feltner did well not 
to give h!s deposition last summer; 
that defendants would not know what 
his testimony was and could not be 
prepared to contradict It.

Families Not Friendly. 

Mrs. Sarah Patrick, a sister of James 
Marcum, said the families of Marcums 
and Hargises were not friendly. She 
said she had received^ Information that 
her brother was to be"killed, and asked 
Senator Hargis, who had married her 
niece, about the matter. At that time 
Marcum was In the Indian Territory. 
She said Hargis said Marcum had acted 
wisely in leaving, that, while there 
were differences between Marcum and 
the Hargises, the latter would not kill 
hin». but Ed Callahan might. She said 
Mjircum seldom went out without his 
sister or wife with him. On cross-ex¬ 
amination witness admitted that Alex 
Hargis had sold some cattle for Mar¬ 
cum while the latter was gone. 

J. 8. Head, Jr., cashier of the Jackson 
Deposit Bank, testified to certain finan¬ 
cial transactions of F. B. Feltner. 

Mrs. Abrella Marcum stated she had 
Information that her husband would be 
killed from a house owned by Hargis, 
opposite the Marcum residence. She 
w atched and saAv a window raised ami 
afterward saw' John Smith and John 
Abner leave the house and go to the 
Hargis store. 

John Abner was brought In by the 
Sheriff, but proved a most unsatisfac¬ 
tory witness. His memory was very 
bad and ht knew but little concerning 
the various tilings he was asked about.

Both of the schooner's 
yawl boats were found ashore here to¬ 
day, one of them having been smashed 
to splinters. It is supposed that the 
crew took to the rigging, and w r hen 
that was carried away they fell with 
it tnto the ocean. 

The names of the captain and crew 
were: Captain Nelson E. Mills; L. E. 
Reene first mate; William Pelton, of 
St. Andrews, second mate; J. E. Mur¬ 
phy. seaman; G. D. Roburets. seaman; 
E. Schloman. seaman; James Williams, 
seaman. 

Cupt. Mills joined the schooner at 
Windsor, N. S. It is not known here 
W'here the members of the crew lived. 

The Richard S. Learning left Wind¬ 
sor. November 15, with a cargo of gyp¬ 
sum for Chester, Pa. When she was 
caught off this port In Sunday's storm 
and cast ashore, life-savers went out 
to her, but they found no signs of life 
on board and thought the crew* had 
taken to boats. 

The schooner George B. Ferguson, 
which went ashore In Sunday’s gale, 
lies In about eight feet of w*ater, but 
It is thought she can be saved.

ONE BULLET, BUT NO BLOOD. 


New York, Dec. 20.—While being pur¬ 
sued on upper Broadway this after¬ 
noon by a crow'd of Columbia Univer¬ 
sity sophomores, who were bent on cap¬ 
turing him, Kingdon Gould, the son of 
George J. Gould, drew- a revolver and 
fired over the heads of the crow'd. He 
then fled to a fraternity house, which 
w'as soon surrounded by the sopho¬ 
mores. and from which he was rescued 
by his father, who took him away In a 
carriage under the guard of three men, 
supposed to be detectives. 

On a previous occasion young Gould, 
who Is a freshman In the Columbia 
School of Mines, escaped from the sec¬ 
ond year men by drawing a geologist’s 
hammer, w'hich he flourished in the 

manner of a pistol.

How the Chase Began. 


London, Dec. 20.—The political cam¬ 
paign of education on fiscal affairs, 
w hich Is now being vigorously carried 
on throughout the United Kingdom by 
both parties, while affording little that 
la new* ln proportion or argument, 
shows evidence of Increasing acrimony 
and more personal feeling betwreen 
leaders. Mr. Chamberlain, In address¬ 
ing a public meeting in the East End 
last week, hit out even more sharply 
than usual and showed no little feel¬ 
ing in reference to Sir Henry Camp- 
tad! Banner man, the former Liberal 
loader in the House of Commons. w*ho 
had .said of Mr. Chamberlain, “at leant 
he might try to be a gentleman." 

Sir Henry to-night made a speech ln 
the tf.tnie hall and before an audience 
equaling In numbers and enthusiasm 
the one addressed by Mr. Chamber- 
lain the night of December 16. He 
dwelt at the outset at some length upon 
the subject of the unemployed of Lon¬ 
don which now' threatens to become a 
serious question, and advocated that 
the Government at once Inaugurate 
large works and thus benefit the State 
and at the same time afford employ¬ 
ment to thousand? who are threatened 
with starvation. Sir Henry then began 
a reply to Mr. Chamberlain and said: 

"It la not these who are forever 
mouthing the word 'empire’ and uaing 
that word to co-ver their own shady 
acts and t'helr own policies who are the 
best friends of the empire.” 

Continuing the speaker challenged 
Chamberlain's right to speak for the 
colonies and asserted that Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain spoke only for himself and "his 
tariff commission," but the self-govern¬ 
ing colonies had not authorized him to 
speak In their name. 

8ir Henry Campbell Banner man’s 
speech largely followed the lines of hU» 
previous utterances, though It was 
adapted to an audience composed of 
typical resident* of the East End. 

WILD RUMORS 


CONSEQUENT UPON DELAY OF 
CZAR'S MANIFESTO. 


Some of Them Go So Far As To Pre¬ 
dict the Downfall of Mirsky’s 
Ministry. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 20.—The delay in 
the Issuance of the Imperial manifesto 
outlining reforms has led to the wild¬ 
est rumors, according to which Em¬ 
peror Nicholas has turned back on the 
Idea of making any concessions, the 
Immediate downfall of Interior Minis¬ 
ter SWatopo lk - Ml rsky Is Imminent, and 
the prospective nomination of Lieut. 
Gen. Kleigel8, Governor General of 

Kieff, as his successor, may be looked 
for. 

These reports, according to the Asso. 
elated Press' Information, are entirely 
without foundation. It Is beyond ques¬ 
tion that the measures shortly to be 
announced will be entirely unsatisfac¬ 
tory to the extremists and to many 
liberals, who will be content with noth¬ 
ing less than a complete revolution of 
the Government. The proposition for 
a Constitution and the convocation of 
a National Assembly, the Emperor 
after careful consultation with his mini 
isters. has rejected a* impracticable 
and impossible under the existing con¬ 
ditions; but what in termed a definite 
programme of national measures of re¬ 
form in the direction of liberality has 
been decided upon and shortly will be 
announced. 

At the same time. In order to put a 
stop to the ferment Into which the 
country' has been thrown by the pres¬ 
ent agitation, the announcement will 
be made in such a fashion as to leave 
the people under no illusions regarding 
the Government's position.

Gould took to his 
heels. He had not run more than a 
block when, seeing that his pursuers 
were gaining on him and that he could 
not escape. Gould turned suddenly and 
drew' a revolver. 

"Don't any of you come a step nearer 
or try to touch me," he shouted. 

The older classmen still pressed for¬ 
ward. 

"He won't shoot," cried one of them. 

Gould then raised the revolver and 
shat over their heads. 

"You’11 find out whether I'll shoot or 

not." he warned them.

No attempt was made to 
stop the carriage, and after w'at<*hing It 
until it disappeared the sophomores 
disappeared.

Watched Gould's House. 


While Kingdon Gould w’as being kept 
a prisoner at the fraternity house a 
party of tw*elve sophomores %va* sent 
to w'atch the Gould residence In Fifth 
avenue, to make sure that he should 
not escape them. Intending to capture 
young Gould if he appeared, the twelve 
second year men waited before the 
hous* until the carriage containing the 
Gould party arrived, ul’ter which they 
retumedv to the university.

NOT DISPOSED TO TAKE A 
CHEERFUL VIEW OF THINGS. 


President Eliot Talks of War. Mon¬ 
opoly of Labor Unions and the 
Monopoly of Trusts. 


Commissioner Says Immigrants Are 
Notably Deficient In Desir¬ 
able Qualities. 


New York. Dec, 20.—President Charles 
W. Eliot, of Harvard University, was 
the guest of honor and the principal 
speaker at the midwinter banquet of 
the Quill Club held here to-night. Presi¬ 
dent Eliot in an address on “The Uni¬ 
versity and the Ethical Problem for 
Our time," said: 

“We may think we have advanced a 
good deal over the centuries that have 
gone before, but If we look back we 
shall find that the Nineteenth century 
was the bloodiest of all modern cycles. 
We thought that the advent of long- 
range guns would prevent hand-to- 
hand conflicts, but take the war of the 
last few months. Compared to the bat¬ 
tles of other duys It has this horrible 
difference, that while they cannot get 
together in the daytime they do attack 
at night. 

"The industrial conditions of the 
country Illustrate this same fact. The 
country Is now overridden by monopo¬ 
lies. which under free institutions have 
become u menace. 

"Look at the monopoly of the labor 
union, which is entirely created by the 
freedom of association, ln England and 
in our own country the monopoly of the 
trusts is cerated precisely as it was 
more than four centuries ago." 

PLANNING FOR A FUNERAL OF 
A MAN NOW LIVING. 


Secretary Makes Remark Not Rel¬ 
ished By President and Several 
Cabinet Members. 


DALZELLMAY HEAD COMMITTEE 


Washington. Dec. 20.—[Special.]— 
There was renewed talk at the Capitol 
to-day of the possibilities of the failure 
of the rivet's and harbors bill. Over on 
the Senate side the suggestion that the 
bill, as reported by the House, must be 
accepted meets wdth resentment, and 
one Senator, who possesses not a little 
Influence in shaping legislation, stated 
that the Senate has the right of amend¬ 
ment, and If the bill does not embrace 
appropriations believed to be Justifiable 
the Senate will amend. 

It is expected that the House Rivers 
and Harbors Committee will report its 
bill about the middle of January. 
Only tentative agreements have been 
reached on Individual appropriations. 
It will not be until the last day or two 
that the final Items of appropriation 
are Inserted. When It Is announced 
that the committee has reached an 
agreement as to the amount of appro¬ 
priation for any particular project, the 
chuirman and the members of the com¬ 
mittee are Immediately besieged by 
representatives of local interests In case 
the appropriation does not reach what 
they think it should. Hence, the chair¬ 
man tries to keep the Items of the bill 

In the dark until the last moment

May Reach $40,000,000. 

It was at first Intended to keep the 
House bill down to $18,000,000 or $20,000.. 
000. but this has been found Impossible, 
and itjis said that as the bill now- 
stands the total will reach $40,000,000. 
With the treasury Vleficlt hovering 
around the $25,000,000 mark, this bill In 
Itself will make a big hole In the treas¬ 
ury. and when it is contemplated that 
the Senate always adds about a third 
more, the Administration leaders feel 
that they will not be entirely unhappy 
If the whole thing goes by the board. 

There Is every reason to believe that 
the Speaker and Chairman Burton will 
not allow’ a bill to be agreed upon in 
conference which greatly exceeds the 
measure which will be passed by the 
House, so there are signs of a lively 
time ahead In conference committee, 
with the President and Secretary of 
the Treasury perfectly willing that no 
bill be passed.

On Technical Grounds As Laid Down 
In the Statutes of Ten¬ 
nessee. 


Mobile, A1 h., Dec*. 20.—For several 
days there have been heard Jn the Cir¬ 
cuit Court of this city five similar suits. 
Involving the claim of the city to cer¬ 
tain river-front property, extending 
from' Three-mile creek to Pinto Pass, 
a distance of fthout three miles. All 
the suits so far tried have resulted in 
favor of the rity, awarding to the city 
about 4.000 feet of river-front property, 
valued at fully $100,000. These cases are 
In the now celebrated riparian rights 
suit, of the city, in which the city's 
claim dates back to legislative enact¬ 
ments of 1865 and prior years, to Gov¬ 
ernment grants. 


Boston, Dec. 20.—The prediction that 
the fiscal year ending In June, 1905, 
will see the greatest Influx of Immi¬ 
grants into the United States which 
the country has yet seen was made 
to-day by the Commissioner General 
of Immigration, Frank P. Sargent, 
who made an official Inspection of 
the local station. Mr. Sargent added 
that the incoming foreigners aro showr¬ 
ing h notable deficiency In desirable 
qualities for would-be citizens of the 
country, being Inferior morally and 
physically, while financially they are 
almost paupers. 

Mr. Sargent, who came here from 
Montreal, said that while In Canada he 
made an investigation Into the In¬ 
creased Immigration Into the United 
States from that country. He found, 
he said,-that foreign ticket agents send 
many of their countrj'men across the 
Atlantic to Canada, and thence Into the 
United States. Trading on the ignor¬ 
ance of the Immigrants as to the laws 
Of the United States, the agents con¬ 
vince them that the best way to get 
Into the United States Is first to go to 
Canada. 

Here many bf the newcomers find 
themselves excluded from this *country 
and without the means of returning 
home. 


New York Board of Aldermen Desires 
To Honor a Veteran of the 
. War of 1812. 


TO BE ELEVATE! TO 

THE BISHOPRIC TO DAY. 


New York, Dec. 20.—Plans for the fu¬ 
neral of a living man were considered 
to-diiiy by the Board of Alderman The 
subject of the discussion was Hiram 
Oronk. the last surviving veteran of the 
War of 1812, w'ho is now living at Avu, 
N. Y., at the age of on? hundred and 
four years. Alderman Wlrth Introduced 
a resolution declaring that, as all of 
Mr. Crank's life has been spent In the 
State of New York, and in view of his 
honorary part In many battles of the 
War of 1812, It would be fitting that 
the chief city of the Empire State lead 
In honoring him by a soldier’s burial, 
and that his remains He in state in 
the City Hall. 

Alderman McCall said that, while he 
approved of the spirit of the resolution, 
he thought It would be better to wait 
for the hero to die before providing for 
his funeral. The resolution finally was 
adopted with the following amend, 
roent: 

“That, In the event of the death of 
Mr. Cronk, the President of the Board 
of Aldermen lake cognizance of the 
fact and appoint a committee to pro¬ 
vide for a public funeral."

He 
charged that she had been guilty of 
q uest lor.able conduct and grots decep¬ 
tion. Four witnesses were examined 
on behalf of Mrs. Hindman, and a de¬ 
cided wnsia'bion was created In Nash¬ 
ville when the testimony of two of 
these witnesses was recently published, 
K bfting show-ir on eno#j-examination 
that complainant had been wartud sev¬ 
eral times by the brother and sister- 
in-law of defendant about meeting and 
encouraging the attention* of a certain 
nwut, and It was at tempter! to Khuw 
that rhe persisted In meeting him re¬ 
peatedly after these warnings.

SEEK TO CANCEL BIG POLICY. 


It Is For $200,000 and Was Held 
By the Late James L. Blair, 
of 8t Louis. 


St. Louts. Dec. 20.—The takirigof depo¬ 
sitions in the suit of a New York life 
insurance company to cancel the $200,- 
000 policy held by the late James L. 
Blair, of St. Louis, former general coun¬ 
sel of the Louisiana Purchase Company, 
was begun here to-day. The cancela¬ 
tion of the policy is asked on the ground 
that Bl'air concealed the fact that he 
was unlnsurable at the time he took 
out the policy In 1902. because of forger¬ 
ies. embezzlements and other crimes; 
also on the ground that Blair intended, 
when he took out the policy, to commit 
suicide ln case his alleged crimes were 
discovered. 

One deposition has already been taken 
and is on file in the Clerk's office of 
the United States Circlut Court. It was 
made by R, C. Kann, Blair's book¬ 
keeper, w-ho now resides iri Atlanta. 
Ga., during a visit to the city several 
monthSvago. 

The private hook* of Mr. Blair, show¬ 
ing his financial operations, were pro¬ 
duced at the hearing. 

The plaintiff company seemingly re¬ 
lies upon these books to show what be¬ 
came of the vast sum* of money re¬ 
ceived by Blair from Dick Brothers & 
Co., of Philadelphia, clients. 

All the money obtained from Dick 
Brothers & Co. is credited to them in 
these 'books and the various Interest 
notes on the securities alleged to have 
been forged are charged up to Blair's 
private interest account. 

This account shows that during the 
period from 1894 to 1903 BUir received 
from Dick Brothers & Co. about $320,- 
000 . 

During the same period his personal 
expense amounted to more than $140.- 
000. andr he paid out about $120,000 for 
interest. In addition to upwards of $25,- 
000 for real estate, and about $10,000 or 
Sll.OOf) for life insurance, w-hlle th** re¬ 
ceipts from his profession were about 
$60,000. A summary of the accounts is 
said to allow that about $150,000, which 
the book* show Blair received during 
this period, ‘s not accounted for. 


Washington, Dec. 20.—The Senator 
Reed Smoot Investigation to-day reach¬ 
ed that period where counsel for the 
Protestants have concluded the exam¬ 
ination of ail persons who could be 
reached by the subpoenas Issued by 
the Senate committee. Attorney Tny- 
ler announced that he was ready to rest 
his case, except for the introduction of 
documentary evidence and possibly to 
examine later some persons on whom 
It was Impossible to get service. The 
case of the respondent will be opened 
January 10, to which date the hearing* 
have been adjourned. 

Just before the adjournment of the 
committee, opposing counsel engaged in 
a controversy over the advisability of 
certain reference works as evidence of 
the doctrines of the Mormon faith. No 
agreement could be reached, und after 
heuted arguments Mr. Tayler recalled 
Apostle Penrose to identify certain ref¬ 
erence books. ]n a number of Instances*

"Yes. sir." 

"And it w r ould have made no differ¬ 
ence to you in voting for him for an 
apostle whether he had taken the en¬ 
dowments or not?" a*kcd Mr. Tay!?r. 

“Knowing Senator Smoot as 1 do, no. 
sir," replied the witness. 

Then In response to questions by 
Chairman Burrow*, Apostle Smith said 
he had no knowledge of any apostle 
who has not taken the endowments, 
nor had he any positive Information to 
the contrary.

Apostles Can*t Be Located, 

B. B. Heywood. United States Mar¬ 
shal for Utah, who received subpoena* 
from the Sergeant-at-Arm* of the Sen¬ 
ate for witnesses w-anted by the com¬ 
mittee. w*as sworn, and testified that 
he had subpoenas for fourteen or more 
persons that he had not been able to 
find. He gave the list, which Included 
Apostles Heber J. Grant, reputed to be 
in Liverpool, England; John W. Taylor 
and Cowley, neither of whom he could 
find. Another who could not be found 
was Lillian Hamlin, alleged to have 
been a plural wife of the lute Apostle 
Abram Cannon. 

Marshal Heyw-ood, In narrative form, 
told of his efforts to find the persons 
for whom he had subpoena*. One dep¬ 
uty* made a drive of 120 miles and re¬ 
ported to the Marshal thaj he had been 
found and hia movements were w-atched 
by a young man who claimed to be 
soliciting subscriptions for magazines. 

Marshal Heywood testified that polyg¬ 
amous marriages were numerous u*p to 
the time of the Edmunds-Tucker act 
in 1887, and on cross-examination said 
practically no effort had been made to 
put a stop to these marriage*.

A Plural Wife Testifies.

LAST HEARD FROM IN CHICAGO 


LEFT HIS SIMPSON COUNTY 
HOKE LAST SEPTEMBER. 


HAD $2,500 IN HIS POCKET. 


Five persons in Sevier county and 
.one In Box-Eider Shade were convicted 
at the instrumentality of Mr. Owen, 
and many other com plaints were filed 
by him, according to his testimony. 
The fines in all cases were mevely nom¬ 
inal. said Mr Owen, from $25 to $1'>0. 
and In nearly every case the fines 
were paid by public subscription. He 
taid he satisfied himself th.ot action In 
the courts was unavailing. 

At this point a recess was taken. 

Mr. Owen was In the afternoon re¬ 
called and his examination was re¬ 
sumed concerning attempts to bring 
about prosecutions on charges of un¬ 
lawful cohabitation. Mr. Owen said 
cases were institued against Lorenz 
Snow, late president of the Mormon 
Church; Joseph F. Smith, now presi¬ 
dent of the church, and Brigham H. 
Roberts, who was elected a member of 
Oongress. but denied his seat on ac¬ 
count of hie having plurAl wives. A 
warrant was denied In the first case, 
and Roberts secured an acquittal by 
appealing bis case after conviction. 
Many Instances of Mormon officials re¬ 
fusing to recognize Informations charg¬ 
ing polygamy were reported to the com¬ 
mittee by the witness. The Information 
in the case ngaJnst President Smith 
was sworn during the past Rummer 
and was based on adhitsslons of po¬ 
lygamous cohabitation made before the 
Senate committee since the opening of 
the Smoot Investigation. A gentile 
County Attorney declined to prosecute, 
said the witness. 

• • • 

Prosecution of Snow Dropped. 


The witness said he was approached 
when the Lorenz Snow case was Insti¬ 
tuted before Judge Bartch. a member 
of the Supreme bench of Utah, and 
urged to withdraw the prosecution on 
the ground that it was 111 advised. Pres¬ 
ident Snow, being a very old man and 
one whose prosecution would arouse a 
great disturbance. 

Mr. Owen said he told Judge Bartch 
that President Snow then had In house 
an Infant born to his ninth wife, and 
that, being the head of th£ church and 
one of the signers of the application for 
o-mnesty, his violations of the law w'ere 
partieubrly offensive. Mr. Owen said 
be told Judge Bartch he did not care to 
prosecute the poor, who had no money 
to make a defense and that he was af¬ 
ter the leaders of the church. 

The witness was cross-examined as to 
the religion of the various Judges who 
have passed on prosecutions of Mor¬ 
mons and of County Attorneys who had 
refused to prosecute. A majority were 
Bald to be Mormons or Jack Mormons. 

The witness admitted that he had 
stood for pictures of the endowment 
garments published recently by a local 
paper. 

Mr. Worthington protested against 
going ahead with his case until he 1 b 
assured that the prosecution ha* con¬ 
cluded. Chairman Burrows said that 
witnesses, such as Apostles Grant and 
Merrill, would be heard If found later, 
but beyond Instances of that character 
he understood that the case of the pro- 
testanta Is ended. Messrs. Tayler and 
Worthington announced that, while the 
sudden close and the unfinished condi¬ 
tion of the Protestants' case Is embar¬ 
rassing to him. he would furnish soon 
to the chairman a list of namea of per¬ 
sons he desires to have subpoenaed as 
witnesses for the defense. 

At the request of Attorney Worthing¬ 
ton, for Mr. Smoot, the commltee was 
adjourned to January 10. 1806. when the 
respondent’s side of the case will begin.

Throughout the two hours and forty 
minutes that Miss Patterson faced 
cross-examination to-day, few shadows 
of emotion crossed her pale face. She 
had evidently nerved herself for an 
ordeal, but when it was over a reac¬ 
tion came, and she trembled violently. 

Arising from the chair, she bowed to 
Judge Davis and the Karl of Suffolk, 
who rat beside him, and to the Jurors. 
Then, gathering up her skirts, she ran 
down to her aged father, who sat by 
her counsel's table, and buried her face 
on his shoulder. He kissed her affec¬ 
tionately, and said softly; "You did 

splendidly, Hftle girl.” 

This scene closed the evidence for 
the defense.

Every One Commits Thera According 
To a Professor of Clinical 
Medicine. 


Washington, Dec. 20.—Gen. Wood, 
commanding the Department of Min¬ 
danao, Philippine division, in his an¬ 
nual report to the War Department, 
says that the troops of the depart¬ 
ment have been In the field a greater 
portion of the year quelling armed up¬ 
risings and preventing slave trade and 
kindred abuses. He s*ays that In al¬ 
most every instance actual fighting 
was Initiated by the IMoroa. 

•‘Conditions among the Moros 
throughout the department are gener¬ 
ally peaceful.** the General says. 

"The establishment of civil govern¬ 
ment and tihe eXtenidon over them of 
certain lanvs and regulations has caused 
some excitement and at times serious 
resistance, especially the law prohibit¬ 
ing slavery. In some sections active 
hostility haa been engendered by our 
presence, especially in the Lake l^anao 
region* where almost constant murder¬ 
ous attacks on workingmen and sol¬ 
diers were the rule until the effects of 
the recent expeditions to the Taraca 
side of the kike, combined with expe¬ 
ditions to other sections of the Lanao, 
were felt by the Moros." 

The power of the Moros of that sec¬ 
tion, he says, has been completely 
broken. 

Continuing, the report say's: **In 
Jolo affairs are quiet. The prompt 
crushing of Hassan's uprising has 
made a deep Impression on the peo¬ 
ple. and the abrogation of the Bates 
agreement has done much to bring to 
an end the unfortunate conditions 
which erteted* under it.** 

Darfcto All's party, the report add-s, is 
the only band of Moros now or»enily 
hostile, and It As small and is being fol¬ 
lowed by troops and scout*. Gen. 
Wood says it is believed there will not 
be any serious resistance of authority 
by the Moros Ui the future, but there 
wilt be constant work of a police char¬ 
acter. requiring the u»e of troops and 
con staJbul ary. 

The report stow s that trials by gen¬ 
eral courts martial have diminished for 
enlisted men and Increased for officers. 


M a ra ti an. Mex.. Dec. 20.—The t'eri In¬ 
dians. Inhabiting TYburon island, off the 
coast of Sonora, are on the warpath. 
Within the past few days Mexican fish¬ 
ermen from the island have arrived 
at Guaymas and report that several 
fishermen were captured and taken into 
the interior of the island by the In¬ 
dians. It is also reported that two 
American prospectors from Arizona, 
named Ferguson and Drake, who left 
Guaymas for Tlburon island, w^ere cap¬ 
tured by the Indians. The Seris are 
known to be cannibals. They have an¬ 
nounced that they Intend to hold the 
island for themselves. 

Rafael Isabel, Governor of Sonora, is 
now' preparing to leave Hermoslllo with 
a largo force of Mexican troops to sub¬ 
due the Seris. If the Indians show or¬ 
ganized opposition a campaign of exter¬ 
mination w ill bo opened.

Chicago, Dec. 20.—Thrilling rescues 
of nine nuns, sisters of Hotel Dleu, 
marked the progress of a fire that 
sw'ept through the convent and de¬ 
stroyed it to-day.

The stairs fell before the sisters could 
reach them.

One of the Brides Would Not Promise 
To Obey Her Husband. 


New York. Dec. 20.—A paper read be¬ 
fore the New York County Medical As- 
sooiatio.. by a professor of clinical 
medicine in the Ne-w York Polyclinic 
Medical School on the subject of w^a- 
ter drinking has aroused considerable 
discussion at the monthly meeting of 
the members. 

"The abuses of water drinking are 
committed by every one.” said the pro¬ 
fessor. *'in his routine work. Usually 
no harm is done, even though we fait 
to achieve the results desired. But 
the contrary is true in rhe not infre¬ 
quent cases where we add to the bur¬ 
dens of an already taxed heart and cir¬ 
culation, and where we thoughtlessly 
augment the embarrassment* of organs 
w* are striving to relieve. 

"Most striking of all is the abuse of 
water drinking in chronic nephritis. 
Patients require no urging to drink 
much as possible. To doubt the effi¬ 
cacy of ‘kidney flushing* is the rankest 
heresy, that good might result from 
reducing the dally amount of fluids to 
normal quantities Is comprehensible, 
and yet such is the case. 

"In heart diseases the abus* of fluids 
Ls less evident, but none the less seri¬ 
ous In its consequences. Every drop 
or water taken into the body means 
additional work for the heart.”

ful. He Is to apply what Is called the 
Knapp system of culture. He says 
when it was first mentioned to him he 
laughed at It. believing that nobody 
could teach him how to grow cotton. 
He tried it, however, and became a 
complete convert.

Many planters were enabled to raise 
more cotton, in spite of the boll-weevil, 
than they had ever produced before the 
pest made Its appearance. At all events, 
these experiments are easlh* made, anci 
they seem to promise a great diminu¬ 
tion in the ravages of the weevil. ^

An Apt Definition. 

A speaker at the Pennsylvania dinner 
in New York aptly said that there are 
enough Democrats in the country If 
thVy would all vote one way at any 
qne time, adding that the two factions 
have been so busy trying to get hold 
of the party machinery that they never 
gut within reach of the Government 
machinery. *'If we do not stop this/' 
he declared, "there will come a time 
when a Democrat will be defined as a 
man who does not like a Republican 
and who does not agree w ith a Demo¬ 
crat." That definition might well have 
been applied, long ago. for the Inability 
of Democrats to agree among them- 
eelvos began before the troublesome 
dnvs of *96, and wan particularly no¬ 
table when such agreement was called 
for during the period that the Demo- 
ruts were charged with the full ad¬ 
ministration of the Government. 


Southern Development. 

The output of coal oil from the pa¬ 
rlous fields in Texas, chiefly in the 
southern section of the State, for the 
eleven months ending November 30 ap¬ 
proximated 17.500.000 barrels. Yet the 
shortage of the year, as compared with 
the last. Is estimated at 2.300,000 bar¬ 
rels. In four districts not remote from 
each otherithe average daily production 
Is 31,500 barrels. Prospecting is still go¬ 
ing on, and new wells of strong and 
abundant flow are constantly being 
brought in. At Humble, a point not far 
distant from Houston, has been devel¬ 
oped a phenomenal well, which, while 
giving Indications of oil, has discharged 
chiefly great volumes of gas, which has 
throw'll mud and other substances to a 
height of 800 feet. Among other things 
discharged has been considerable 
sulphur, the presence of which far un¬ 
derneath the surface in all that region 
is supposed to be an Important element 
In the production of coal olU In Cal¬ 
casieu pariah. La., a hundred miles or 
more from the Texas llnfc, Is found far 
below the surface a bed of pure sulphur 
feet thick, from which large quan¬ 
tities of sulphur are derived for use In 
this country, as well as for foreign ex¬ 
port. The material is not mined, owing 
to some conditions which under this 
process are impracticable, but hot wa¬ 
ter Is forced down through pipes which 
liquifies the sulphur, and when the fluid 
1* pumped up the water In it is evap¬ 
orated and it Is ready for commercial 
use In a pure state. It is largely ex¬ 
ported to France as a disinfectant for 
vineyards, and Is superior to the Italian 
article derived from volcanic sources. 
This development, as well as that of 
oil. has taken place within the past de¬ 
cade, and in connection with the ex¬ 
haustless deixislts of salt in Western 
Texas and Southern Louisiana consti¬ 
tutes extensive business interests. In¬ 
volving the Investment of large capital, 
attracting thrifty Immigration and 
yielding profitable returns. 


Small Cotton Farms. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
at last hit upon an experiment to help 
the cotton planter which seems prac¬ 
ticable. Small cotton farms are to be 
established In several parishes of Louis¬ 
iana. They are not to be Government 
forms. but are to be established by the 
owners of the land under the direction 
of an expert of the Department. This 
expert Is Col. John E. Adger, who lives 
In Louisiana, hus raised nearly forty' 


The Forces At Work in Russia. 
Despite the efforts of the Russian 
Government to conceal the desperate 
condition In some parts of the empire 
resulting from the calling out of the 
reserves or. as known there, the re¬ 
servists, as re-enforcements for the 
army In Manchuria, authentic accounts 
are published of ^l-eczjhle scenes of fre¬ 
quent occurrence in Poland and other 
disaffected provinces. In some tow’ns 
wives of reservists have thrown them¬ 
selves In front of trains which were 
bearing their husbands to Russia and 
have been crushed to death. In some 1n- 
I stances rather than he enrolled men 
have killed their wives and children 
and then committed suicide. In three 
districts the people have been fired 
upon by Russian recruiting parties, and 
in one case, when orders were given to 
decimate the Polish reservists who re¬ 
fused to march, the Polish Colonel 
Dzwonskowski blew* his own brains out 
In front of his men. More than 40,000 
Polish reservists have been mobilized. 
In spite of their protests that Rus¬ 
sia Is not their fatherland and that 
they would rather die In Poland fight¬ 
ing for their liberty than serve In the 
Russian army. 

It is such demonstrations as these, 
not by any means confined to Poland, 
but developed in other parts of the em¬ 
pire, as well In Russia proper as in 
conquered provinces which have long 
been held in subjection by the presence 
of garrisons and by a rigid civil 
and military disciplines, that have 
ularmed the autocratic Government at 
St. Petersburg. Their effect taken in 
connection with the political demon¬ 
strations by the Social Labor element 
and the more conservative action of the 
Zemstvos, is thought to have tem¬ 
pered the policy of the Government as 
evinced In the abolition of penal servi¬ 
tude in Siberia, and of the knout qr the 
lash, together with the granting of 
many other concessions never hereto¬ 
fore enjoyed by the humbler classes. 

Another Instance of the Influence of 
the war and lts Internal complications 
and of popular unrest traceable to It has 
been shown in the late trial of Sasoneff 
for the assassination of Plehve. the 
bloodthirsty Minister of the Interior. 
The plot was deliberate and executed 
In open day. The accused w'hen placed 
on trial confessed the deed and justi¬ 
fied it as a patriotic act. Yet on con¬ 
viction by the body before which he 
was tried he w’as merely sentenced to 
imprisonment for life and his confed¬ 
erate for twenty years. But even this 
sentence was reduced by the Emper¬ 
or’s manifesto to a term of fourteen 
years for Saaoneff and one of ten years 
for Slkorifsky. his colleague. Although 
the trial w r as held with barred doors 
and hurried to Its conclusion, there 
w'ere evidences of great uneasiness and 1 
alarm produced by the popular demon¬ 
strations In the streets, only restrained 
from violence by the presence of troops 
and larga bodies of police. 

The leniency in the treatment of 
theW assassins Is in remarkable con¬ 
trast to the policy pursued under for¬ 
mer similar conditiohs and can only be 
construed as an evidence of the threat¬ 
ening conditions prevalent In the em¬ 
pire. But for the war with 
Japan and / the popular dem¬ 
onstrations of unrest there can be no 
question that both the two prisoners 
would have been condemned to death, 
and that many other alleged partici¬ 
pants or sympathizers in the conspiracy 
would have met the same or scarcely 
less extreme fate. Had the successor 
of Plehve. Minister Minsky, been of 
the same type Lhere would have 
been no such haJf-hcartedmess In 
the work. But in contrast with his pre- { 
decessor he has assumed the role of a 
conservative anxious to placate the 
people and make reasonable conces¬ 
sions to their demands. Until his ac¬ 
cession to office the reactionary or ex¬ 
treme radical policy favored by Sergius, 
Alexis and MIchaelovltch, and by Alex!- 
elt. had prevailed over the milder and 
more conservative views of the 13m- 
peror and led to the deposal from the 
Cabinet of the able Minister of Finance, 
Witte. 

It remains to be seen what will be 
the result of this change of policy, 
whether it will be received by the mass 
of the people as a concession made in 
good faith and with a real desire to 
promote their broader freedom, or as a 
surrender of power 1 under fear and 
compulsion and operate as an incentive 
for more radlral demands. When a 
people so lorik held under subjection 
move In earnest for freedom they rare¬ 
ly pause halfway or are satisfied with 
the mere semblance of liberty. There Is 
no halfway ground between absolutism 
and republicanism, which can be 
reached with any prospect of stability 
except through revolution and a long 
schooling fitting the liberated for self- 
go vermpent. It has tuken the French 
people the greater part of a century to 
make the change with any reasonable 
assurance of stability. The elements 
which go lo nutke up such an empire 


as Russia give little hope that it could 
be transformed from its present form of 
government into an orderly and en¬ 
lightened republic or even a constitu¬ 
tional monarchy In much less time. 


The Old Story. 

It Is said that when Peary starts 
next summer for the Arctic regions he 
w!H be better prepared for success than 
any previous explorer. His ship will be 
equipped with more powerful engines. 
He will also get to his base at an earlier 
time in the season, and he will profit by 
his past experience and that of other 
explorers. 

This is the same old story. SJnce 
Arctic exploration began every weL- 
con aide red attempt to reach the pole 
has claimed certain features which pre¬ 
vious explorers had lacked. Yet there 
has been one long uninterrupted series 
of failures. Many of these who started 
to the pole never got back. The bones 
of many whiten the dreary field of snow 
and ice In regions quite unfit for human 
habitation. 

It is further said that when Peary 
sails he ought to have hts arrangements 
made to stay five or six years. At pres¬ 
ent the expenses for one year have not 
been fully provided. It is thought by 
the New York Tribune "an infinite pity 
that no American having the requisite 
means has offered to pay the whole cost 
of the expedition." 

But why is It an infinite pity? There 
are many such Americans who could 
pay the cost without feeling the expen¬ 
diture except that they would have In 
consequence less to give for other ob¬ 
jects which they might think possessed 
superior cPalms upon them. But what 
great public Interest would be served 
by the discovery of the pole, or. wnat 
w'ould be far more likely to happen, ap¬ 
proaching nearer to It by a few minutes 
of latitude? This latter is of no service 
at all except that it enables the ex¬ 
plorer to boast that he has gone farther 
than any predecessor. But suppose the 
pole were reached, what good would 
that do? 

The advocates of*renewed exploration 
feel bound to answer this question. 
They say that a great storehouse of sci¬ 
entific data romiains hidden behind the 
barrenness of the frozen zone. Much 
progress has already been made in the 
great plan of ocean currents. It is rath¬ 
er begging the question to say that 
farther discoveries will be made. Borne 
geographical errors have been corrected 
by the explorations heretofore made. It 
Is urged that it would be a dlBtinct gain 
for geography to know whether there 
is land or water a«t the pole. 

Somehow* this reasoning does not seem 
very satisfactory. Whatever may be 
discovered, nobody will go to those fro¬ 
zen region® except those w’ho are will¬ 
ing to take their lives in their hands, 
and only a few will do that. Doubtless 
we should like to know- w’hether there 
is land or water at the pole, but the 
information would be of no practical 
value. 

Before any millionaire undertake® to 
pay the whole expense of such an expe¬ 
dition, It would be well for him to re¬ 
flect on the serious consequences that 
might follow*. He might. Indeed, be 
wMUIng to w'aive the contention that he 
could give his money to worthier ob¬ 
jects. But he ought to take Into the 
account the possibility, even the proba¬ 
bility, that the men attempting the 
task, or many of them, will perish. 
The courage of these men is Indeed ad¬ 
mirable. but they ought not to be ex¬ 
posed to such dangers without grave 
reasons. It is at least an open ques¬ 
tion w’hether the probable results Justi¬ 
fy the risk. There are more than 500 
miles to be traversed from the highest 
point yet reached before the explorer 
can come to the pole. There Is a pos¬ 
sibility that this distance may some¬ 
time be covered, but In view* of the 
numerous attempts and as many fail¬ 
ures tihe probabilities are all the other 
way. If a party reached the pole it 
might never get bock to tell of 1L 

One point with reference to the next 
expedition may be taken as diminish¬ 
ing the chances that the explorers will 
get lost, end facilitating means of res¬ 
cue. It is contemplated to use wireless 
telegraphy by establishing stations con¬ 
necting the Marconi station at the 
mouth of the Bt. Lawrence with Pea¬ 
ry’s winter quarters at about 82 degrees 
north latitude. If the apparatus worked 
wefli and did not get out of order, this 
would enable Peary to keep In touch 
with the outrtde world so long as he 
was in winter quarters, and would af¬ 
ford him facilities for ordering such 
supplies as he might need. But the 
most dangerous part of his route would 
be along the fields of ice to the north 
when he should have left his winter 
quarters, and it might not be possible 
for him to keep In touch with the rest 
of the world while pushing toward the 
pole. 


After all the a?are about the alleged 
foul air as a menace to health In the 
New York subway, thorough experi¬ 
ments and analyzatlon of it by special¬ 
ists tend to show that it Is harmless. 
Prof. Ghanler. of Columbia University, 
says there fs no danger of the air 
there becoming dangerous In a gener¬ 
ation even if no method of artificial 
ventilation w'ere resorted to In that 
time. He pronounces it as pure as the 
air in average dwelling houses or in 
crowded the alters nnd churches, being 
much purer In fact than in the closed 
cars of the express trains on the ele¬ 
vated roads.

Englishman, or 
Hermann Suedermanin, German, had used 
the subject he probably would have em¬ 
ployed the immorality to point & moral, 
but as dished out tpr the two GaUlo 
writers there is no such didactic purpose 
to serve even as small compensation for 
Its low tone. 

American audiences first became ac¬ 
quaints with tills play when used, as a 
vehicle for the exploitation of Mrs. Les¬ 
lie Carter's peculiar style of melodramatic* 
hysteria.

It is like taking a peep at Paris, Is :he 
argument; and they urge that if one will 
take tills point of view and accept the 
whole affair In a French spirit he will de¬ 
rive keen mental satisfaction therefrom. 
But average American® will be unable to 
see why imported smudge is cleaner than 
the domestic article. 

And the smudge in this case does not 
lie In the mere fact that an unchaste 
woman nnd a wayward hu®flvand are the 
jirotagoniat®, for even such unlovely 
character® could be factors In a play 
mighty in dramatic movement, strong in 
human nature and uplifting In tone.

SUGGESTS 


That Wills Be Recorded 
During Lifetime. 


COL. JEWETT WOULD REVISE 


INDIANA LAWS IN CERTAIN 
PARTICULARS. 


COMMISSION NOW AT WORK. 


A commission has 'been appointed to 
revise the laws of Indiana in order that 
important changes may be made by the 
Legislature of that State, which con¬ 
venes early next month. Prominent 
lawyers have been asked by the com¬ 
mission to suggest changes which. In 
their opinion, should be made. Among 
the lawyers approached on the subject 
Is Col. Charles L. Jewett, of New Al¬ 
bany, who has mailed several proposed 
changes, most of which refer to practice 
In the courts, and therefore are not of 
public interest. 

One of the suggested changes, howev¬ 
er, is a startling innovation from the 
fact that it proposes a proceeding 
whereby wills may be established while 
the person making the will is living. 
It provides, should it be enacted, that 
a person may, after giving notice to his 
heirs, go into court and have his will 
established. The document may be ei¬ 
ther probated openly in court with its 
provisions made public or It may be 
established without the contents being 
known, by the document being authen 
tlcated by the signature of the Judge 
with the seal of the court. A docket 
fee of $25 for the county treasury is 
required, and on payment of a like sum 
another will may be made and proved 
at any time. It can be seeen at a glance 
that this procedure would eliminate 
from the practice of the courts all the 
will contests which have heretofore 
been a fruitful source of revenue for 
attorneys when rich estates have been 
left. This proceeding does not Interfere 
with the old way of making a will but 
provides a new method for persons who 
desire to avail themselves of It and who 
wish to leave their estate in such a 
manner that it will be disposed of as 
they had decided before their death. 

Col. Jewett has had large experience 
in the litigation arising from contested 
will coses and he considers the propos¬ 
ed plan a good one. He was attorney in 
the noted cases to contest the wills of 
the late W. C. DePauw And the late W. 
8. CuTbertson, wealthy citizens of New 
Albany, who were considered through¬ 
out the country buslrit?ss rnen of more 
than ordinary sagacity. Their wills 
iwere carefully drawn up sfter much 
thought and deliberation by skilled at¬ 
torneys, yet these documents were so 
miocessfully attacked after their death 
that the matters had to be compromised 
and in consequence many of their most 
cherished pUms were overthrown. Had 
a law like the one proposed been in 
force then, there would have been no 
possibility of altering their plans by a 
contested will case after their deaths, 
It is argued. 

INDIVXDUAL COMMUNION CUPS 

To Be Used By Tabernacle Baptist 
Church. 

The congregation of the Tabernacle 
Baptist church at New Albany have 
voted unanimously in favor of having 
Individual communion cups and this In¬ 
novation will be Introduced the first 
Sunday of next month, when all ar¬ 
rangements for the cup will have been 
made.

Dr. J. W. Ctokey. a few years ago in¬ 
dividual communion cutps were inti*>- 
dueed into the First Presbyterian 
church of that city, and since then sev¬ 
eral others of the New Albany churches 
have followed the example.

FIGHTING FACES OF THE BOVS WHO CLASHED AT 'FRISCO LAST NIGHT. 


S AN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.-AI Me¬ 
chanics' Pavilion to-night befojr© 
on© of the greatest crowds that 
ever saw a prize fight in this 
Pountry Jimmy Britt, of this city, and 
tattling Nelson, of Chicago, fought one 
of the fiercest ring contests seen on the 
Pacific slope In years.

Britt 
missed & loft hook for tho body and a 
Similar attempt was neatly blocked by 
Nelson, as was a right hook for the face. 
Oareftil starring followed and Brfctt misl¬ 
ed another left for th© tonly. Suddenly 
Bn ft whipped a. terrific right over tho 
heart ami followed with a tremendous left 
to the wind.

Her weiY old enough to marry under the 
laws of Indiana, and this set her to 
talking. 

4, I suspected Lawrence Thomas all the 
time." she dd. “He Is a friend of 
Norman’s nn I ate supper with him on 
the Sunday r ight the marriage was to 
take pluce. My boy Is but seventeen 
years old. Miss Collier is a good girl. 
1 heard Lawrence and Norman talking 
at the supper table after they had been 
over there and secured the license, 
which they gave to Squire Applegate 
and carne near not getting hack. 

'Lawrence said: ’Norman. I am not 
going away down in Parkland and 
steal that girl out. Not on 

your life.' Norman managed to 

laugh. The papers said Norman told 
the Magistrate that Miss Collier wanted 
to see the license, and he would not 
give It up. It was 1 who warned to 
the license. C told Norman that if 
he hud been over to Jeffersonville and 
made arrangements to marry and did 
nor bring n:e the license I would prose- 
* cute Ixuwrence for perjury-. They prom¬ 
ised to bring the licence back and left 
the house. It was nearly 1 o’clock 
Monday morning when they got hack. 
They said they bad an awful time over 
in Jeffersonville with the Magistrate. 

“I was shown the license by Nor¬ 
man and thought tha£ ended It. It was 
put in the dresser drawer. He took the 
license, telling me he wanted to show 
it to Henrietta. and last Wed¬ 
nesday night he slipped off with 
Henrietta and they were married 
by Magistrate Nixon.

F’rnsecuinr Mayfield was not nt the 
courthouse or his office when Mrs. Na- 
fus made her visit, hut she was directed 
how to find him. Prior to leaving the 
courthouse Mrs. Nafus had a talk with 
Circuit Clerk O. W. Badger and he told 
her that her own son might get into 
trouble if an attempt was made to pros¬ 
ecute Thomas, as young Nafus could 
be Indicted for subornation of perju¬ 
ry. This cooled her down to some ex¬ 
tent. but Mrs. NaJu* did not say what 
she was going to do when she completed 
her interview. 

At the home of Magistrate Nixon last 
night It was stated that the couple had* 
b^en married there and that Nafus gave 
hit ^ge ns tuventy-fwo. a son of <r*nrge 
and Maud Nafus and a native of Meade 
county. Ky. Miss OoMler gave her age 
ss nineteen and answered that her fa 
ther was Henry J. Collier. Mrs. J. .S. 
Collier, who k«eps a grocery at Twen¬ 
ty-sixth and Run Road, is the 

grandmother of Mrs. Nafus. Last 
night she said she did not know of the 
marriage, although it had been Intima¬ 
ted to her. Mrs. Na.fus. she said, was 
then at home and had been all the time. 
Mn Collier said Mrs. Nafus would he 
eighteen years old next June and the 
family objected to the attentions of 
young Nafus,

FOLLOWED BY THE DEATH OF 
ANDREW J. THOMAS. 


Was Taken Ill of Appendicitis and 
Strength Gradually Gave Way. 


Andrew J, Thomas, one of the best 
known salesmen traveling out of !x»uls- 
vllle and a prominent member of Kil¬ 
winning Lodge of Masons, died at 
Gmy-street Infirmary at 7;30 o’clock 
last evening from the effects of an op¬ 
eration for appendicitis. Mr. Thomas 
became 111 early In the present month 
and was taken to the Inflrniary, where 
his condition became such that an op¬ 
eration was believed to be the only 
i han« k e to save his life, and on Decem¬ 
ber 10 the operation was performed bv 
Dr. H. H. Grant. The patleqt stood the 
delicate operation well, and his chances 
for life were thought to be good for 
several days. However, a few days ago 
It was found that his heart was affect¬ 
ed. and from this trouble his death re¬ 
sulted. He had been unconscious since 
Monday. 

Mr. Thomas was n native of Hhelby 
county and was forty-fivp years old. He 
came to Louisville with his family 
nineteen years ago and embarked In th G 
grocery business, becoming a member 
of the grocery Arm of Rutherford. 
Thomas & Co. He remained several 
years as a partner In the business, but 
sold out his Interest when the Arm 
changed Its name to the Louisville Gro¬ 
cery Company. He continued as a 
Tint ding salesman. In which In* ti- 
w as known as one of the most succt-s*:- 
ful men traveling out of the city. lie 
had long been on active Mason and was 
a member of the Broadway Christian 
church. He 1#* survived by a widow, 
one son. Hardin Thomas, and one 
daughter. Miss Minnie Thomas. His 
widow was Miss Ida Porter, of Mount 
Washington, Ky. 

The funeral will be held at the resi¬ 
dence. 1229 Hepburn avenue, to-morrow* 
morning at 10 o’clock, under the aus¬ 
pices of Kilwinning Masonic Lodge, un¬ 
less a change Is necessary. The arrival 
of his brother.

FIRE HYDRANTS DISCUSSED. NEW JAIL CELLS COMPLETE. SAYS A D£AL IS POSSIBLE. 


Upon the recommendation of the FI- j At n meeting of the Fiscal Court yes- 
nance Comnjlttee. the lower board oY ; terday a committee, consisting of Mag- 
the General Council last night fixed the jintratea John H. Adams. John X. Velten 

and C. J. Fegenbush. was selected to 
recommend the county tax rate foT 
1906. The committee will hold a num¬ 
ber of meetings to discuss the mutter, 
and It will probably be some lime lie- 
fore final recommendation Is made to 
the court. 4 

Notice was received from the con¬ 
tractor who placed the steel cells In 
the new Jail that the work had been 
completed. A payment of $9,900 was 
allowed on the work, which leaves only 
$1,000 to be paid. This amount will be 
^forthcoming after the new Jail has 
been occupied and the locks In 
the cells have been found from 
practical trial to be all right. 
The total cost of the steel cells in 
the Jail was $10,900. Plans and spec¬ 
ifications for the new armory were 
adopted as submitted by the architect. 
Brinton B. Davis. It is believed that 
the cost of the building will be not 
more than $325,000. At least It Is the 
court's present Intention to limit the 
expenditure to that amount. Mr. Davis 
was Instructed to advertise for bids to 
be opened January 17. 1905. As wits de¬ 
cided by the court some time ago, the 
bids will be on the building as a whole, 
and not by the piece, the latter being 
the plan upon which the new Jail was 
constructed. The members of the court, 
believe that both time and money will 
be saved by bidding op the work as a 
whole.

The Finance Committee surprised the 
General Council by being ready to make 
its report last night It was expected 
that the committee would not have time 
to complete the tax levy ordinance in 
time for the meeting, but the commit¬ 
tee members found everything ready for 
them when they met yesterday morn¬ 
ing. and they completed their work In 
the shortest time on record, being in 
nesefon with the Mayor only ft few 
minutes over an hour, whereas in form¬ 
er years It has always taken several 
da vs to prepare and agree on the or¬ 
dinance. But for the assessment of the 
Water Company, the Ux rate would 
have been lowered considerably. The 
decision which required the Water 
Company to pay taxes Instead of l>eing 
a victory, os was at first thought, turn¬ 
ed out to be adverse to the city’s in¬ 
terests. 

The two boards did little last niorht 
aside from the tax levy ordinance. The 
lower board passed thirty ordinances 
for the erection of fire hydrants in all 
parts of the city, after some discussion 
by the members and an explanation by 
MaJ. Fillmore Tyson. Chief of the Fire 
Department. 

Both board adjourned to meet to¬ 
night. when the upper board will pa® 
the tax ordinance. 

FIX THE TAX RATE. 

Lower Board Also Passes Thirty Or¬ 
dinances. 

The lower board was called to order 
by Dr. Bernard Buckle, the president, 
seventeen members being present. Af¬ 
ter the passage of a number of claims 
and vouchers the Finance Committee 
reported the ordinance levying the tax 
on the city property for the fiscal year 
which ends August 31. 1905. T. N. 

Shepard, a member of the committee, 
who could not he present at the meet¬ 
ing of the committee yesterday after¬ 
noon. aj*ked the privilege of looking 
over the ordinance. This was granted, 
and, he took up the ordinance with S. 
M. Wilhite, fhe City Controller. 

Ordinances for the erection of thirty 
fire hydrant ordinances were then In¬ 
troduced by the Committee on Gas and 
Water and favorably reported. A gen¬ 
eral discussion on the subject of hy¬ 
drants was started by S. 8. Blitz after 
all the ordinances had been read. He 
said he wanted to ask MaJ. Tyson some 
questions, and then asked why hy¬ 
drants are placed In the middle of 
blocks and who pays for them. MaJ. 
Tyson said he wanted to prevent a 
large fire and that the hydrants being 
close to the fire helped him to fight It. 
He explained that the cost of the hy¬ 
drants Is apportioned among the own¬ 
ers of property on both sides of the 
street. Councilman Blzot said he 
thought the hydrants greatly superior 
to the old-fashioned cisterns, which 
MaJ. Tyson said nre antiquated and 
not up to the requirements of a large 
fire, and he agreed with the fire chief 
that they are belter service. He said 
he objected to the ordinances because of 
the price, saying It seemed to hint thftt 
only two bidders fqr the contracts 
could be found and a sort of trust had 
been formed, the contracts being di¬ 
vided between these two contractors. 
Councilman Bevllle wanted to know if 
the hydrants gave any additional pres¬ 
sure. and MaJ. Tyson replied that they 
gave the engines forty-two pounds ad 
dltlonal pressure, besides giving good, 
clear water, which would not foul an 
engine as do the cisterns. The thirty 
ordinances were then put to a vote and 
passed unanimously. 

The Finance Committee announced 
that It was ready to report the tax or¬ 
dinance. It was passed without oppo¬ 
sition after being read. 

The police department loses by the 
new levy, as compared with last year’s 
ordinance, getting only $369,983.35. 
whereas last year the same department 
received $275,801.62. The library fund 
received this year $38,569.05. as com¬ 
pared with $49,021.40. In the other de 
partments the amount is slightly In ex¬ 
cess of last year’s levy on account of 
the increased‘valuation of property.

CITY FEATURES. 


Plans for the erection of a new build¬ 
ing. or the reconstruction of the pres¬ 
ent Jail and Its conversion Into a home 
1 for the police department, have been 
submitted to the Mayor and were con¬ 
sidered yesterday by the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. The plans have not yet been 
approved, and It may be some time be¬ 
fore anything definite Is done toward 
the construction of the new building. 
The old jail is now the property of the 
city, having been acquired by the ex¬ 
change of it for the lot on which the 
! new Jail Is being built. The considera¬ 
tion in value was about 126,000. 

The Board of Public Safety has been 
trying to carry through the project to 
convert the old jail Into a modern 
police station, which will be devoted 
entirely to the uses of the Police De¬ 
partment, and plans have been dis¬ 
cussed for some months. No architect 
has yet been employed *to draw plans, 
but this will be taken up shortly. The 
old Jail will be vacated about March 
1. As soon as the new Jail is put into 
use the Mayor will take up with the 
Finance Committee the question of 
either erecting a new building for the 
Police Department or the remodeling 
of the old one. 

Many changes would have to be 
made in the building to make It suit¬ 
able for the purposes for which the 
police desire to use It. and It Is thought 
that It would be Just' as cheap and 
more satisfactory to construct a new 
building. The old structure Is useful 
as a jail, but that Is all. and there Is 
scarcely any room for any other than 
prisoners. If It Is remodeled nothing 
could be used except the walls; so it is 
probable that it will Anally be decided 
to put up a new and handsome build¬ 
ing. the old one being removed entire¬ 
ly. The building would cost something 
like $70,000 or $80,000. 

One advantage which will be gained 
by the use of the new quarters Is the 
Increased room which will be provided 
for some of the city departments which 
are now too crowded for comfort in the 
City Hall. With the new building in 
use all the basement of the City Hall 
could be used for the city departments, 
and a number of changes would be 
made in the location of the offices. All 
the departments of the police and the 
Police Court would be located in the 
new building. 


The Hens New Drug Shop, located at 
the northwest corner of Third and Jeffer¬ 
son streets, will be thrown open to tho 
local public this morning.

PATROLMAN JOHN DOLAN SUC¬ 
CUMBS TO WOUNDS. 


Rallies Were Short Lived Following 
Operation—Shot By Tom

mmny times. Patrolman John Dolan 
succumbed at 7 o'clock yesterday morn¬ 
ing at tlie City Hospital, whrre he had 
been since August 1. Patrolman- Dolan 
was shot by Thomas Cnibbdns in the 
saloon of Cribbins Bros., at Millwood 
and Stone avenues, on the afternoon 
of August 1 while he was attempting 
to stop a fight between Thomas 
and James Cribbins.

The examining trial of Pleas Taylor 
and William Lawson, charged with 
having conpplred with Patrolmen Ne- 
han, Connell, Tierney and Sexton to 
intimidate voters, was held yesterday 
afternoon before Henry F. Cassin. the

o’clock. 

W. M. Smith and W. W. Davies ap¬ 
peared for the defendants. It was 
agreed between counsel for the defense 
and R. D. Hill, the District Attorney, 
that the testimony taken at the ex¬ 
amining trial of the policemen and 
King Tyler should be admitted as taken 
In the case tried yesterday. The de¬ 
fendants were then put on the stand In 
their own behalf. 

Both men denied having entered Into 
any conspiracy with any person to de¬ 
prive voters of their rights and denied 
that they had Intimidated any negroes 
in the Thirteenth precinct of the Ninth 
ward. When asked on cross-examina¬ 
tion why they ran away. Lawson said 
four white men had gone down into 
their neighborhood brandishing pistols 
and threatening to kill all the negroes 
accused of Intimidating other negroes 
on election day. He said he did not 
know the white rnen who made the 
threats and did not know whether they 
were United States Marshals or not. 

After the defendants had testified. 
Mr. Cassin said he would have to read 
the record of the other trial, as he did 
not remember in what manner the de¬ 
fendants were connected with occur¬ 
rences at Eighth and Grayson streets 
on election day. The other defendants 
have been put under bond of $5,000 to 
answer to the Federal grand jury.
